A veteran of 30 years in state 
and local politics sized up the con­ 
test this w ay: 
“ Velde is in the toughest fight 
of his life. I think he’ll win.” 
T hat opinion is 
shared rath e r 
widely by m any other political lea­ 
ders in Velde’s district and by a 
lot of ordinary citizens. B ut not by 
Allison. 
“ I’m going to win and you can 
count on it,” he said. 
T hat was in an on-the-fly inter­ 
view in the m idst of a fast round 
of speeches and appearances th at 
kept the 60-year-old, one-arm ed ve­ 
teran of IO term s in the state legis­ 
lature on the go all day long and 
into the night. 
Odds Favor Incumbent 
Velde is one of three House com ­ 
m ittee chairm en from Illinois with 
serious com petition in the prim ary. 
All are Republicans, of course. 
As in the case of Velde, the odds 
at this point seem to favor renom i­ 
nation of C hairm an Leo E. Allen 
of the Rules Com m ittee and C hair­ 
m an Robert B. Chiperfield of the 
Foreign Affairs C om m ittee. 
And in the Velde congressional 
district, a m ajority of political ex­ 
perts picks Joseph T. M eek to top 
a nine-m an field in the Republican

It 
is most likely to occur in per­ 
sons ot the tall, lean, un d er­ 
weight type. 
O ftentim es 
the 
cause 
of 
arth ritis is not easy to find. In 
eases of rheum atoid 
arth ritis 
it is well to consider the fol­ 
lowing as possible causes: In­ 
fection 
rn 
the tonsils, 
teeth 
sinuses, 
urinary 
tract, 
or 
bowels; 
overw ork; 
too 
little 
rest or sleep; faulty posture; 
exposure to cold and dam p­ 
ness; 
chronic 
constipation; 
m ental 
shock; anem ia; over­ 
f a t i g u e ; 
undernourishm ent; 
poor circulation. 
The m ere m ention of these 
conditions 
as 
possible causes 
suggests, in part, the rem edy. 
Al! such conditions should be 
overcom e as far as 
possible. 
Specific m easures which have 
proved beneficial in the tre a t­ 
m ent of rheum atoid 
arth ritis 
are: 
Short 
w ave 
diatherm y, 
colon irrigations, correction of 
postural defects, increased in ­ 
take of vitam in C. high intake 
of vitam in I) (under doctor’s 


instructions only) and u diet 
w hich is rich in fruits, vegeta­ 
bles and m ilk. 


O steo-arthritis is found most 
frequently am ong elderly p er­ 
so n s but oftentim es am ong the 
m iddleaged. In this ailm ent the 
X -ray picture shows an over­ 
grow th of bone about the af­ 
fected joint. With the increase 
of tlu> bony grow th tile joint 
becomes stiff, painful and de­ 
form ed. Som etim es a creaking 
of the joint is observed. 


The first sym ptom s of osteo­ 
arth ritis are soreness, stiffness, 
and slight sw elling in one or 
m ore of the joints The patient 
m ay consider him self to be in 
good health and cannot u n d er­ 
stand 
w hy 
his joints should 
h u rt or feel stiff. 


As in rheum atoid arthritis, 
diatherm y applied to the joints 
usually affords 
considerable 
relief in osteo-arthritis. Colon 
ii l igations, 
a 
vitam in-rich 
diet, correction of postural de­ 
fects by exercise and m anipu­ 
lation, avoidance of overexer­ 
cise of the affected joints, and 
olontv of rest are all indicated 
in 
the treatm ent 
of 
osteo­ 
arthritis. If the patient is o ver­ 
weight, 
he 
should 
gradually 
reduce under the guidance of 
his doctor.

Television has already worked a revolu­ 
tion in American living habits almost as 
great as the changes caused by the automo­ 
bile. Now it is showing signs of adding a 
host of new words to our language—and I 
am sure the dictionary m akers will recog­ 
nize these new words more 
readily 
and 
more accurately than they did the vocabu­ 
lary of early motorists. 
As recently as 1930. for example, one of 
the nation’s leading unabridged dictionar­ 
ies was still manfully and mistakenly try ­ 
ing to persuade people 
that 
automobile 
was ot-toh-M O H -bi not ot-to-moh-BEEL. 
And that carburetor was kar-byoor-RET- 
ter, not KA R-ber-ay-ter. 
Nothing of the sort is likely to 
happen 
with the vocabulary of television. For one 
thing, all dictionary m akers today realize 
that their function is to record how people 
speak and write, not to dictate how words 
should be used and pronounced. 
Here are a few interesting and colorful 
terms from television’s new jargon. 
A womp is a sudden flash of brightness 
on the screen, while woof is the television 
engineer’s term for “okay and goodbye.’’ 
A dolly is a low four-w heeled cart car­ 
rying the television camera. To dolly in is 
to make a close-up by moving the camera 
toward the subject, while to dolly out ob­ 
viously is to fade a w a y from the subject 
by withdrawing the cam era on the dolly. 
A cowcatcher is a commercial spot an­ 
nouncement heard just before or im medi­ 
ately following a program. It promotes a 
product not advertised in the program it­ 
self. 
A broad is a 
horizontal 
grouping 
of 
kleig or fluorescent lights—often also call­ 
ed a bank. 
A blizzard-head is a 
dazzling 
blonde, 
while a hot canary is any handsome female 
singer, especially a soprano. 
A simulcast is a simultaneous radio and 
television broadcast. These 
were 
fairly 
frequent in TV’s early days but most radio 
versions of TV shows today are tape-re­ 
corded and rebroadcast at a later time. 
Phonevision is a method of subscription 
television, whereby a subscriber, by pay­ 
ing extra fees at regular intervals, can see 
advertising-free films on a specially ad­ 
justed set.

A 
report, based on Departm ent of 
Com­ 
mercial data, reveals that during

seven-and-a-half years ending last 
June 
30th, American corporations earned a total 
profit of $261,000,000,000. W hat happened 
to the money will come as a surprise , to 
many. 
First of all. close to half of it—$120,000,- 
000,000—went for taxes. Expansion of fa­ 
cilities took $33,000,000,000, and 
replace­ 
ment of w orn-out facilities accounted 
for 
$49.000,0000.000. This left 
$59,000,000,000, 
less than one-quarter of the profits, which 
went to shareholders—the people 
whose 
savings m ade the existence 
of 
industry 
possible. And much of that also wound up 
in the tax collectors’ hands, via the person­ 
al income tax route. 
All of us have a big personal stake 
in

prosperous, 
progressive 
enterprise—and

The Upper Room To Calvary

What might seem to be a disproportion­ 
ate part of the record of the life of Jesus 
in the Four Gospels is devoted to the brief 
pviiod of the closing days. This period in­ 
cludes the Passover Last Supper 
in 
the 
Upper Room, the tragedy of Calvary and 
the trium ph ot the Resurrection. 
There is, however, no disproportion. For 
these closing days were related to all that 
went hefore, and what they record is the 
climax of the life, m inistry and sacrifice 
prophesied in the very days of Mary’s re­ 
joicing in her new-born Child. 
“Yea, a sword shall pierce through thy 
own soul also” (Luke 2:35). For, with that 
prophetic word stands 
the 
grim 
reality 
(John 19:25), “Now' there stood 
by 
the 
cross of Jesus His m other.” Bethlehem and 
Calvary are one. 
I had read that statement about Mary 
at the cross many times but without visual­ 
izing its actuality of love 
and 
suffering. 
Then, during the four years of World War 
I, I sensed something of its reality. 
During that time I ministered to a Cana­ 
dian congregation and looked Sunday after 
Sunday into the eyes of 
mothers 
w'hose 
sons were out in the mud and blood of 
France and Flanders. 
I u'onder with what measure of reality 
most of us think of the Cross of 
Christ. 
When we think of Jesus, and accord Him 
our love and devotion, do wre think only of 
tie gentle Jesus, the Christ who blessed the 
> ' lirei. and walked with 
His 
disciples 
h tough the fields? 
Do** our following end there? (jfr do we 


follow all the way, to the Upper Room and 
the Cross? 
It is a challenge to us w'ho lead com para­ 
tively easy and comfortable 
lives 
while 
many in our own time have to face 
tile 
test of bitter persecution. 
I have reacted against conceptions of the | 
Atonement that represent God the Father 
as forgiving some of His children on an in­ 
nocent Son. Jesus reasoned from 
human 
fatherhood to divine Fatherhood (M atthew 
7.9-11). The idea of punishment, I am sure, 
is not the clue to the Atonement. 
Nevertheless, there is a great 
mystery 
embedded in suffering and tragedy. The 
w riter in Hebrews 9:22 says that "without 
shedding yf blood there is no remission (of 
sins)," though I refer the reader to the 
manner in which he relates the law of sac­ 
rifice in the Old Testam ent to the sacrifice 
of Christ in the New. 
In the Uppei Room, as Jesus ottered the 
cup to the disciples, He said, “This is my 
olood of the new' testament, which is shed 
for many for the remission of sins.” 
A hymn in common use a generation or 
so ago w'us William Cowper’s "There Is a 
Fountain Filled With Blood.” Today, I be­ 
lieve, it is seldom, if ever, sung, and it is 
entirely omitted from recent hymn books. 
! 
Perhaps theer is w arrant for that, if one ] 
visualizes with 
reality 
a 
“fountain 
of 
blood.” 
But to me it has alw'ays seemed anoma- j 
lous that the hymn should have fallen into 
disuse at the very time when 
thousands 
were pouring out their life blood for dem­ 
ocracy, liberty and the good life of all those 
for whom they sacrificed.

U ASHING FON—William White, 
presi­ 
dent of die New York Central and spear­ 
head of the battle of the railroad giants for 
control of the No. 2 railroad of America, is 
a man who really fulfilled the 
American 
tradition of working up from the bottom of 
the ladder. 
Sf-n of a rn astel mechanic who migrated 
to this country from Holland, Bill White 
became a railroad man at the age of 16, 
under the same circumstances that another 
f.unou American, Chief Justice Earl W ar­ 
ren, also went to work for the 
railroads. 
Warren became a call-boy in a roundhouse 
because he had to support his family, and 
White got a S20-a-month job on the Erie 
for the same reason. 
White, one of 
the 
youngest 
railroad 
presidents, is now 55 and has 
spent 
39 
years railroading. Most of his; career was 
spent on the Erie, where his ambition was 
to become a division superintendent at the 
age of 30. Just 12 days before 
his 
30th 
birthday in 1937 he became Erie superin­ 
tendent at Youngstown, Ohio. Later he be­ 
came vice president of the Virginian rail­ 
way, then president of the Delaware and 
Lackaw anna at the age of 43, and for the 
last two yean has been president of 
the 
giant New' York Central. 
BATTLE OF TYCOONS 
Not since the buccaneering 
battle 
be­ 
tween Jim Hill of the Northern Pacific and 
Ed H arrim an of the 
Union 
Pacific 
has 
there been such a battle of the railroads. 
And having interviewed the dynamic Rob­ 
ert R. Young on television, I wanted to get 
the other side of the story from the man 
who is battling with Young for control ot 
the New York Central. White had some ex­ 
trem ely pungent things to say about 
the 
man W'ho wants to take the railroad away 
I rom him. 
“He's made people believe he’s done a 
great job for the Chesapeake and 
Ohio,” 
White said. “But of all the things that were 
started by Mr. Young, every one of them 
was dropped because they were not practi­ 
cal or tney cost too much money. 
“In 1947 Mr. Young was even opposed 
to using diesel locomotives because he said 
it would use up our oil reserves. The other 
railroads switched to oil, and it took 
Mr. 
Young two years to find 
out 
w'e 
were 
right. 
Discussing in detail 
some 
of 
Young’s 
ideas for running the New York Central, if 
he got control, White said he approved the 
idea of putting a woman on the board of 
directors if she were a stockholder and ii 
she would add something to the direction 
of a railroad. But he w-as opposed to the 
appointm ent of a woman merely because 
of her sex. Mrs. De Witt Wallace, wife of 
the publisher of the Reader’s 
Digest, 
he 
described as a fine lady but one who had 
been taken by Young. Mr. Young has pro­ 
posed her as a director of the New York 
Central. 
LABOR DIRECTORS? 
“ What do you think of putting this re­ 
tired locomotive engineer on the board of 
ai rectors, as Mr. Y’oung’s propses?” I ask­ 
ed. 
“Labor is sm arter than Mr. Young thinks 
it is,” the New York Central president re­ 
plied. 
“The workingman is 
no 
dummy. 
He 
won’t be fooled by Mr. 
Young’s 
having 
nominated this retired engineer. I know 
this man, and 600 stockholders who were 
at our meeting last year know him also. So 
I think when Mr. Young does things like 
that it aids our cause. It plays 
into 
our 
hands very nicely, because he’s attempting 
to fool the people.” 
Asked about the sale of 800.000 shares 
of New York Central stock by the C. and 
O. to Young’s friends in Texas, White re­ 
plied: 
“The C. and O. stockholders had been 
told that the New York Central stock was 
a fine investm ent for C. and O. stockhold­ 
ers. But a few weeks later the stock wen*. 
to Mr. Murchison and Mr. Richardson. So 
we’re convinced the C. and O. stockholders 
w eie just paw'ns in the situation.” 
Thus rages the battle of the 
railroad 
giants, with six weeks still to go before the 
May 26 stockholders meeting.

No Apology For Upper Michigan Soil, 
Says Successful Bark River Farmer 


Forest Within City Limits Makes 
Escanaba Clean, Safe Community

"We hear a lot about the many 
resources of Upper Michigan—its 
iron and copper mines, its won- 
rieiful recreational facilities, and 
its scenery, but when it comes to 


Escanaba has a forest within its 
city limits — a forest numbering 
approximately 90,000 trees that 
ornament public .streets and parks 
and concert barren lands of out­ 
lying areas into attractive groves. 
The planting, transplanting and 
care of these trees is the major re­ 
sponsibility of Robert Clayton, su­ 
perintendent of Escanaba'® parks 
and forestry department, 
Since 
July, 1942, when 
Clayton 
first 
came here and the forestry depart­ 
ment was established, he has seen 
antagonism change to public un­ 
derstanding of the vah 
of the 
city’s "forest.” 
‘‘At first the people 
did 
not 
want us to remove undesirable 
trees like box elder and poplar 
and plant maples or elms,” Clay­ 
ton said. “Now they would like to 
have ail of our streets planted to 
good trees — faster than we can 
afford to do it." 
Special Problems 
If all of the trees on public lands 
in Escanaba were in one location 
they would form a 69-acre forest 
—figuring the average acre con­ 
tained 1,300 trees. 
Forestry in the city 
has 
its 
special problems, for park and 
street tree planting must: I—Make 
the area more attractive: 2—Re­ 
duce the possibility of damage or 
injury to people or property; and 
3—Have suitable trees 
available 
for planting at 
reasonable 
cost ’ 
when there is a replacement need, j 
Most of these 
problems 
have 
been overcome and the result is 
a cleaner, safer, and more at­ 
tractive town.

Maintain Nursery 
Many of the trees of unsuitable 
variety — box elder, silver maple, 
poplar — have been removed. Be- { 
cause of their sewer-clogging root 
systems, brittle limbs and un­ 
sightly flowering habits their re­ 
moval ha* helped make th# town 
eleanor and safer. 
About nine years ago th# city 
established a tree nursery near the 
sewage disposal plant. About 900 
trees have been started there and 
then

years—with about 800 transplant­ 
ed along streets and IOO in city I 
parks. 
The nursery gives trees an op­ 
portunity to develop healthy root ! 
systems before transplanting, and 
tree# are always
